It is proper that I should also call 
your attention to the fact that the law 
makes provision for the payment of 
all losses on other property lost by 
either the State or by individual citi- 
zens of the State, and that if any such 
cases as these exist the parties inter - 
ested should make such facts known 
to your Excellency, so that these cases 
and all evidence in support thereof 
could be properly filed with the 
United: States Treasury Department.
